I have two R4Cs, and they have varying degrees of the same problem - rather 
poor RX sensitivity/gain (particularly on upper bands, where ambient noise 

is below the RX internal noise floor) and S meter which likes to sit "below 
zero" even at the extreme adjustment of sm adjust control. Both have noise 
blanker (I've tried adjusting the NB internal gain control to no avail). 

The symptom is present on all bands/modes/filters/etc. Calibrator 'S' readings 
seem normal per book, but w/o good reference RX (working RAC) hard to tell. 


I've tried tube substitution with no luck. I presume perhaps a leaky cap 
somewhere in the AGC circuit but not sure where to look (the circuit seems 
a bit confusing to me in this area).

Get the LS-166 from Fair Radio; it has the 600:8 ohm transformer 

built in. It sounds good, and was made for this and similar radios. You 
could get two and run one to the kitchen from the line audio. Alternativly 
get the Silent Play from RS (discussed in this conference); run your lin 
audio to the SP, pick it up on the FM radio in your kitchen (no wires to 
through the house). 


>Also, I remember seeing a post a while back about a special antenna 
>connecter for this radio, that you can hook up to a long wire. What is this? 


You can hook up a longwire without any special connectors: just fold 
over the end of your wire (e.g. multi-stranded copper) and stick it 
into the hole in the UNBALANCED antenna input. If you want to get 
fancier, you can get a UG-573A/U connector (or equivalent) from Fair; 
attach a SHORT coax, then connect your longwire to the coax. I have 
an alligator clip on the end of mine to make it easy to disconnect 
the antenna for thunderstorms, etc. Also easy to switch antennas. 

At some point I would like to experiment with other antennas, but 
the simple longwire gives excellent results. Main concept is "long, 
straight, and high."

an old big rig (a Kenworth). The owner had done all the 
restoration but the instruments and wanted to save the unique 
logos and layout of the instrumentation. But the dials were 
rusting through. 


He took the faces to a restorer who decided they could not be 
saved by conventional restoration techniques (paint touch ups, 
etc.) due the rust and yellowing of the white areas. He choose 
an alternate method. 


He photographed the faces, retouched the negatives, and then 
prepaired silk-screen masks for the 2 or 3 color instrumentation 
faces. He then stripped and repaired the rust damage on the 
original faces and then re-silk-screened the faces. They 

looked brand new (if 1940-50 is brand new). 


If anyone needs to repair instruments with curved, bubble-shaped 
cover glass, send email. They described that process as well. 
Seems someone had arc welded in the rig's dash area and pitted 
the original "concave" covers.

"M> I'm not familiar with the R-388, but I do frequent ‘fests, and will 
"M> keep my eyes open. First, I'll have to see at least one handle or 
"M> get specs/description to know them when I see them. 


The R-388 looks a lot like the Collins 75A-4 style ham rig. It's 
black wrinkle, with that famous triangular dial escutcheon. The 388 (and 
the 75As before the -4) is rackmount. It covers 0.5 to 30.5 mHz in 1 MHz 
bands. Readout to the kHz on the inner circular dial. (Fabulous, to a 
kid who was using the HRO-50 to try to find tropical-band shortwave 
broadcasters!) The 388 uses crystal filters but the R-388A -- or 513-4 
if it was non-mil -- has three mechanical filters. It's easy to spot the 
388 because it has the large kHz knob plus a MHz knob on the lower right 
corner. Also, the audio/S-meter is round and on the right. Mechanically, 
it's much simpler than the 390 or the 390A and a snap to align. 


As for the handles I need, they're similar to the 390A ones. I 


believe they're thinner, but they have the same curved shape. The 390 
ones are threaded and take nuts from the back of the panel. I am pretty 
sure the 388 used handles which were tapped and took countersunk screws 
from the back (I don't think there's clearance behind the panel; it's 
flush with the chassis.) But it's been a long time since I had mine 
apart. I should write Fair myself about them -- they used to sell 388s 
several years ago.

Optional hand-crank generators were available. The frequency range is 3-15 
MHz, the transmitter is crystal controlled. Transmitter power was about 10 
watts, the receiver is a superhet. Why there are two receivers and no filter 
in the kit I can't say. 


According to Bill Howard, who runs an Intelligence Museum in Florida, the 
filter unit is required to go between the power supply and the radios. Bill 
says the rig is unusable without the filter!

> WWII ship, such as a carrier, destroyer, or cruiser? The 
> other day someone asked about radios on submarines, which 
> made me think of this. I don't have any documentation to

I can give you some information from my experience. I am a Korean (aka "the 
forgotten war") veteran and spent three years abord a destroyer. This ship was 
taken out of mothballs in 1951 and was WW II "mint". At the beginning of the 


Korean War the MIlitary was pretty much WW II. The new money didn't start coming 
until later. 
I spent most all of my time with radar which was my primary responsibility but 
since I'd already been a Ham for 5 years I hung around the Radio Shack as well. 
The main HF transmitter was a TBL which had a pair of 250TL's in it as I recall. 
(It also had its B+ supplied by a motor-generator set! It was located in the 
passageway outside of the radio shack for obvious reasons.) We also had a TCK 
which had a pair of 813's. The receivers were RBA RBB RBC which were RCA built 
and covered LF MF and HF respectively. We also had the RAK/RAL pair of 
regenerative receivers. We also had a TCS which was very popular with the 
Radiomen. We had a TBS vhf transceiver which was used in port mostly. For 
intership traffic underway the RDZ/TDZ uhf gear was used. That's about all I 
remember, if you want to know about radar I can tell you more details. Since I 
was trained as an Electronics Tech. I studied all this gear in school and still 
have the books somewhere in my attic. (along with a hell of a lot of other 
things!) 
For those of you not familiar with Navy gear I might mention that the three 
letter designations were Bureau of Ships nomenclature and are not to be confused 
with the Joint Army/Navy (AN/---) system. Washington may have thought it was 
"Joint" but the Navy held on to its own until well into the 50's. 
I've heard headphones referred to as "tin cans" on the boatanchors network. I 
might point out that Navy radiomen referred to them as "biscuits". "Tin Can" was 
reserved for the destroyer itself. (herself, if I may be allowed a politically 
incorrect term) I have lot of other sea stories and if anyone wants to know what 
life in shipboard electronics was like (I fixed everything from Sonar to the 
Captain's SWL receiver) you'll have to stop by and pull up a seabag next time 
you're in the area.
